OCEAN SHIPBUILDING WAS WELL UNDER WAY IN MARIETTA, WHEN IN OcToBeR OF 1802 CAME 
A GREAT OBSTACLE, SPAIN IN New ORLEANS FLATLY REFUSED TO STORE ANY AMERICAN CARGO, 

AND EVEN WENT SO FAR AS TO CURTLY ORDER ALL AMERICANS OUT OF SPANISH TERRITORY UNTIL 
FURTHER ORDERS SHOULD SE RECEIVED FROM THE FRENCH TO WHOM SHE INTENDED TO SELL HER~ 
SELF, THE SHOCK WAS DEADENING, WITH NO OUTLET, SHIPBUILDING STOOD STAGNANT, OHIO 
SHIPBUILDERS COULD ONLY IDLY PACE THEIR SILENT YARDS ANDO MUTTER IMPOTENT RESENTMENT, 


FORTUNATELY IN 1803, JEFFERSON PURCHASED LOUISIANA AND THE DEADLOCK WAS SROK@N. 
LOCAL BANKS SPRUNG UP, TRADE AGAIN BOOMED, WHEELING, PITTSBURGH, ALLENTOWN, FREE~
